mission. Located on Kodiak Island 
at Narrow Cape about 44 road miles south of Kodiak City, KLC is the nation’s first full 
service commercial spaceport that was not collocated on a federal launch range, and it is 
the most successful commercial spaceport in terms of revenue generation. AADC lever- 
aged an initial state grant of $15.6M into a net return to Alaska of $232.6M, including 
$93.5M in launch revenues and $139M in capital investments. In 2008, KLC activity 
contributed $17.8M in direct and induced spending to Kodiak and another $10.9M to the 
rest of Alaska.

KLC is a modern, state-of-the-industry spaceport that was designed specifically to 
provide optimal support for space launches to polar orbit, as well as to provide 
support for long range ballistic missions. The spaceport offers unrestricted launch 
azimuths from 110° to 220°, and unrestricted down range flight corridors that 
preclude need for energy consuming dog leg flight segments. 


KLC consists of six main facilities and supporting infrastructure plus an 
antenna/instrumentation field. The facilities include the Launch Control Center 
(LCC), the Payload Processing Facility (PPF), the Integration Processing Facility 
(IPF), the Spacecraft Assemblies Transfer (SCAT) building, the Launch Service 
Structure (LSS), and the Maintenance and Service Facility (MSF). In addition, AADC is 
designing a Rocket Motor Storage Facility, which will allow launch providers the oppor- 
tunity to ship multiple rocket motors at the same time, thereby reducing shipping costs, 
and a new launch pad complex, which will allow KLC to double its launch capacity.

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Kodiak Launch Complex Expansion Plans 


February 2009 


Plans to expand the Kodiak Launch Complex (KLC) by adding an additional launch pad and rocket motor 
storage facility will augment the nation’s ability to place satellites into orbit quickly, while at the same time 
generating hundreds of jobs and pumping millions of dollars into Alaskan communities. 


Designs for the new $42 million facilities are being finalized. They can be completed and fully operational 
within two years, according to Dale Nash, CEO of Alaska Aerospace. The Anchorage/Kodiak based corporation 
owns and operates the launch complex. To date, KLC has completed fourteen successful DoD and NASA 
launches. 


“Satellites are the backbone of modern communications networks and are essential to our collective security,” 
Dale Nash and Tom Case, Alaska Aerospace’s President & COO, wrote in a letter to the Alaska Department of 
Natural Resources Tuesday. “KLC is the one spaceport in the U.S. that can meet rapid launch requirements.” 


An independent study of the economic impact of the launch complex showed that it created 155 jobs that paid 
$7.7 million in salaries during 2008 in Kodiak alone. The complex accounts for about 11 percent of the Kodiak 
Island Borough’s total earnings. This pattern has been steady for the past several years, with increased economic 
activity expected. The complex also creates jobs in Anchorage. 


Alaska Aerospace received a commitment of $3.5 million from the state in the FY09 capital budget to build the 
new facilities. An additional $3.5 million is included in the FY10 capital budget. In addition, Governor Palin 
identified the KLC expansion as one of five projects with national benefits that she recommended in her letter to 
the Alaska Congressional Delegation for the Economic Stimulus Bill.

INTERNATIONAL POLAR YEAR 


Russia issued a pair (and possibly more) of coins to honor 
the International Polar Year. A 39mm one ounce sterling silver 3 Rouble has men at a camp on the polar ice. A 
5 oz. gold 1,000 Rouble has a great view of ice breakers. This massive, 50mm coin had a mintage of only 250. 


Spain issued a silver 10 Euro with the research ship “Hesperides” superimposed on a map of Antarctica. 


Argentina makes note of its “Base Vicecomodoro Marambio” 
on its commemorative 5 Pesos. 1,500 were struck. 


Both Spain and Argentina coins are 40mm, and 27 grams of 
.925 silver and struck by the Royal Spanish Mint. 


Ireland has issued a 100 Euro in gold and 5 Euro 
in silver. Both honor Ernest Shackleton and Tom 
Crean. Both coins are 28mm in diameter. The 
gold coin is .999 fine gold and weighs 15.5 grams 
(% ounce). It has a mintage of 3,000. The silver 
coin is 8.52 grams of sterling silver (.925 fine). 
The coins were designed by Thomas Ryan, and 
minted by Munze Osterreigh AG. 


France calls notice to its Antarctic claims with 
Terre Adelie. The 12 Euro is 37mm and 22.2 
grams of .900 fine silver. The 100 Euro coin is 
22mm and 8.45 grams 
of .920 fine gold. A pen- 
guin and map showing 
the location of the 
wedged shaped Terre 
Adelie are on the ob- 
verse of both coins.
